Grad- 
uates of some of our best and strongest finan- 
cial institutions have exhibited a partiality for 
the Canadian climate that has indueed them to 
pick up all their surrounings with perhaps too 
little discrimination, and move there perma- 
nently. These rich and easy going people have 
proven material accessions to Canadian society, 
Having ample means to gratify cultivated and 
expensive tastes, tnese children of ease have 
been received with open doors across the border 
until Canada has grown to be recognized as the 
land of refuge. 

The sudden announcement, therefore, that 
the extradition treaty had been amended so as 
to cover embezzlers, defaulters, boodlemen, 
etc., naturally inflicted a severe shock. It was 
excessively rude, vulgar and bad form for the 
government to allow such an announcement to 
be abruptly made. It affected the nerves of a 
most. sensitive and dainty circle. It is true 
the treaty cannot operate ex post facto, and

The new treaty has not yet been ratified, but 
may be in a fewdays. If so very little time 
will be lett to industrious and enterprising 
financiers.

AL KIRBY AND SAM RYAN, 

Jvhbn H. Woods, Willie Sells’ guardian, said that bis 
ward bad never exhibited any anxiety avout bis 
property. 

Willie Sells, the defendant, was the next witness. 
He said: “My nameis Willie Sells. I am sixteen 
years old. JT last saw my father, mother, brother and 
sister alive on March 7 last. Inever had any ill-will 
or l-feeling toward my father, mother, brother or 
sister. My brother was not better cared forthan Ll. I 
was at church on Sunday, March 7, with our family. 
There was no 111i feeling. My mother went to bed in 
the southwest corner of the larger room, my sister in 
the southeast corner, and my brotber in the other 
room. J went to bed with him next, and my father 
last. I kept my trousers and socks and overcoat near 
at band, soI could get up quickly if the stock got out 
inthe night. [think my father went to bed almost as 
soon asI[ did. Iwenttosleep. Intbe night I woke 
up; Ican’ttell what made me. TI tett strange; my 
bands felt as it they were asleep. Isawa man stanad- 
ingin the partition door. He went out of the east 
door. There wasa light burning in the larger room. 

“I got up and went in there and saw. my father 
lying on the floor covered with blood. I tried to get 
him up, but could not. I then locked around and saw 
my mother lying on the floor, and my sister, too, both 
covered with blood. The next thing I saw was out 
doors. Isawaman standing at the southeast corner 
of the house, and chased him around the house, he 
throwing something at me. He then turned down the 
road, when be met another man holding two horses. 
The two rode off. I then went to cal] Mr. Mendall. 
{ did not notice Wally. He had not deen at home for 
some time, and I did not think of him. : 

“The man I saw was a low, heavy set man. I don’t 
know whetber he was black or white. My trous- 
ers I left hanging on the foot of the bed, but don't 
know where [ toundtnem. I never calied any one. 
When I saw father and the rest were hurt everything 
turned black, and the next thing I kuew [ was out of 
doors.” 

County Attorney Cox had been cross-examining the 
boy for some time, and was asking about the two men 
that rode away, when suddenly the witness stopped 





in the middie of a sentence, rolled his eves up to the 
ceiling, dropped bis head, and sat still. His face was 
as paleas death. In a moment everything Was ex- 
citement. Cries ofsympatby from tbe audience and 
for water ard other restoratives from those around 
the boy were mingled. Judge Stillwell ordered ashort 
recess, and after a time the witness came to, and was 
taken into the open air.. The County Attorney 
waived further cross examination, and the defence 
then rested, 

The State did not want to put in any more testi- 
mony, -and the introduction of testimony was con- 
cluded. The County Attorney then requested the 
Judge to send the jury out tothe Sells farm. The de- 
fence did not make any objection, and in company 
witb a deputy sheriff they made an ‘examination of 
the scene of tbe great tragedy.

It is believed the desperadoes came from 
Montana and had intormation that a large amount of 
money was being carried. This is the tirst time on 
record that such an outrage has been committed in 
the Northwest. The mounted police are pow scouring 
the country.

A 
week ago he told me that he was going to New York. 
He did not want me to tell any one where he had 
gone, as he did not intend to return.

A She Christ. 


There is a band of fanatics on Walnut Hill, Cincin- 
nati, who call themselves “Profectionists.”’ They 
kneel to and adore a Mrs. John P. Martin. All has 
gone well with the lady and the cranks until the Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer made the following exposures tbe 
other day. Wegive the story by tbe reporter who 
made a discovery almost beyond beliet were it not 
substantiated by indisputable evidence. Mrs. Martin 
was, before her marriage, guilty of criminal conduct 
with Wm. M. Brooke, a brother-in-law of the pious 
fraud, who is so noisy and conspicuous among tbe de- 
Juded peuple journeying toward the lunatic asylum in 
consequence ot their tatal devotion to a woman who 
parted with her virtue and honor thirteen years ago. 
Her sacrilegious impudence in posing as God personi- 
fied was charitably looked upon as the wild vagary of 
a disordered mind.

Mr. Charles wrote 
the circumstances to Judge Gilmore, who in turn 
noised the matter abroad. It cametothe ears of the 
Metbodist church, and, as William M. Brooke was a 
member in gvuod standing, it was decided to make an 
investigation of the various charges.

Miss Hamilton left on the 3 o'clock South-bound 
train, ostensibly for Dayton. She presented a pitiable 
spectacle, and was in a state of prostration that threat- 
ened a serious outcome.

A FEARFUL DESCENT.

Steve Brodie, an old time newsboy, jumped from 
the Brooklyn Bridge the afternoon of July 23d. He 
struck on bis feet and swam for the shore. An hour 
Jatcr be was in the midst of ten acres of hurrahing 
Fourth Warders, and a policeman was leading bim io 
the Tombs. Brodie is twenty-three years ot age, tive 
feet six inches in height and of dark complexion. 

His brother was one ot the late Honduras filibusters, 
In his cbsence Steve laid his plans to make fame for 
himself at home. The Brooklyn Bridge jump ‘vas the 
biggest thing he Knew of. He at once began training 
for the leap. The newsboy had already made a re 
putation at walking matches asa pedestrian. He had 
leaped from a high bridge in California, and was con- 
fident that he could do the Odium feat and live to talk 
about it. First, he jumped from High Bridze into the 
Harlem River. He fared so well that he tried it again 
and he was again successtul. Then he made prepara- 
tions fcra midnight drop from the Brooklyn Bridge. 
He got a large umbrella such as are seen over the seat 
on brewers’ wagons He had the umbrella well braced 
with stecl wire, and sauntering on to the Bridge one 
night in May he climbed over the rail, opened his um- 
brella and dropped into the dark river. ‘It was like 
dying,” be said, and then he wassure be could make 
the jump without tbe umbrella. Several sporting men 
were consulted, but they failed to put up enough 
money until! one day recently, when Steve Brodie lost 
all he bad at the races, a * feller” said he’d bet $200 
that Brodie could not make the dropand live. Frodie’s 
friends took the bet ard the preliminaries were quietly 
arranged. 


About 10 o’clock in the morning Brodie gut his 
friends together. Tim Brennan, who works in Waltsh’s 
Frankfort street priuting establishment, was in 
charge of the arrangements, They got a boat at the 
toot of Dover street. Init was a bundle of clothing, 
two reporters and a representative of the sporting 
newspaper pool. A few trusted Fourth ward friends 
stood on the pier. An examination of the water was 
not satisfactory. It was too rough. Brennan avd 
Brodie decided to wait until ebb tide. 

It was a hittle after 2 o’clock when Brodie appeared 
atthe entrance to the Bridge. He was accompanied 
by his wife and their two children They went into 
the waiting room, where she kissed him and said:

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AN ABANDONED WOMAN. 


Mrs. Crawford Confesses Her Guilt and Glories in 
Her Shame. 








Evidence given in London, in which Cabinet Minis- 
ter Dilke 1s involved, in the trial of the Crawford di- 
vorce case showed clearly that Mrs. Crawtord bad 
been guilty of adultery with Capt. Foster. 

Mrs. Crawtord took the stand and declared that ber 
confession made to her husband was true. She swore 
that she often visited Sir Charles Dilke’s house, and 
that Sir Charles had opened the dour and conducted 
hertoabedroom. Mrs. Crawiord explained ber con- 
duct by saying that she never loved ber husband, who, 
she declared, wasall the time su:pecting her. Shehad 
not, she continucd, spoken to her motber for three 
years, She married Mr. Crawford because at home 
she was miserable. She retold the story of her degra- 
dation by “Fanny” in pretty much the same terms as 
those use? by her in her confession. 

She contessed that she disliked her husband because 
he was too old; that she loved Foster because he was 
handsome and pleasing, and that she committed 
adultery with Dilke for the purpose of obtaining a 
divorce trom her hated husoand, Another point was 
that she spared Foster as far as possible, because she 
knew be was about to marry. Under a strict cross- 
examination sbe confessed that she had committed 
adu tery only with Dilke and Foster, exculpating two 
other society men. A remarkable feature was, that 
when Mrs. Crawford was asked some questions, for 
instance, with regard to Frenc* vice, adultery, &c., 
she answered with the utmos* ca’mness, ‘Yes, yes,’ 
and even smiled, showing tbat she was naturally an 
utterly abandoned woman, who rather gloried to ber 
shame 

Mrs. Rogerson’s maid testified as to the intimacies of 
Foster at the Rogerson residence: also, that Dilke’s 
solicitor asked ber to give evidence and paid her ex- 
penses, and that she received letters trom Dilke, but 
destroyed them. Mrs. Crawford descrived in detail 
two visits to Warren street. She said that Dilke told 
her that an old servant kept the bouse, and that he 
used it when he required it. She paid numerous visits 
to Dilke’s residence in the forenoon. Dilke watched 
from the conservatory for her arrival, and 
sometimes opened the door for her. He always had 
on gloves and hat. ‘He took her from the drawing 
room to the bedroom, which she accurately described. 
The visits were ot fifteen minutes’ duration, Dilke 
leaving first, and Sarab letting her out wben the coast 
.was clear. ._No other servants saw her. On two occa- 
sions she spent the nightin the house. The first time 
Dilke met her in an adjacent street, and entered the 
house witb a latch key. Thesecond time Sarah ad- 
mitted her. On both occasions she left early in the 
morning. She confirmed the details of Fanny’s state- 
ment, 


ing Dilke without exculpating herself. 

The evidence given produced a deep impression. 
Tts directness, clearness and circumstantial minute- 
ness convinced all of its truth. Dilke’s refusal to deny 
a liason with Mrs. Crawford’s mother is attributed to 
te open nature of the scandal, rendering a denial 
impossible. The conduct of Mrs. Crawford and her 
two sisters in court was marked by unseemly levity, 
they laughing and talking together.

DIRE VILLAINY, 


The Cruel Murder of Pretty Mattie Randall, at 
Litchfield, Conn. 


{Subject of Illustration. | 

Squads of armed men have been scouring the coun- 
try all around Litchfieid, Conn., in search of Charles 
Lockwood, who is supposed to be the murderer of 
Mattie Randall, the girl whose mutilated body was 
found in a field about a quarter of a mile from her 
father’s house on ‘Thursday. July 22 The indignation 
of the people ts so great that 1f he is found tbe chances 
are that he will be lynched. Lockwood is a wortbless 
vagabond, who four the past few years has been gen- 
erally in jail, He served four terms in the county jail 
in Litchfield, the Jast one of which was for theft. ex- 
piring only last fall. Hewas regurded hy Jailer Sedge- 
wick as a contemptible, cowardly fellow, who would 
not rise above petty crimes, although one of the 
terms of imprisonment which he servee was for an 
attempted indecent assault. Heis a native of Sharon, 
where his parents now reside, and where they do not 
enjoy the most enviable reputation. Lockwood es- 
caped from the jail, and was found buried in the dirt 
of his father’s cellar with only bis nose sticking above 
the ground. He was hired by Mr. Randal), the fatber 
of tbe murcered girl, ooly last April,and came well 
recommended as a hard worker. Mr. Randall said 
that he has never heard of his being otherwise than 
respectful to Mattie. Mattie was not quite sixteen 
years of age. She was remarkably well developed 
and strikingly pretty. Those who knew ber speak in 
the hizhest terms of her character. She was a religi 
ous girl and a g:neral favorite, not only with the 
neighbors, but with the numerous city families who 
spend the summer at East Morris. The statement 
tbat she had been intimate with Lockwood is cruel 
and preposterous. 

The Randall farm house is about two miles trom the 
East Morris post office, and is the ideal of an old- 
fashioned New England homestead. Thescene of the 
murder was about half a mile from the house. There 
seems no doubt that Lockwood deliberatelv enticed 
her there for the purpose of assaulting her. 
dall had gone to work some distance away, and Maitie, 
her little three-vear-old sister, and her mother were 
alone in the house. Lockwood, who was supposed to 
be at work in the field where the crime was com 
mitted, came to the house a little before 1 o’clock and 
said that Mr. Randall wanted Mattie tocometo the 
field and help rake the hay. Lockwuod then took his 
gun and started oft, Mattie following soon afterward. 
There isa pair ot bars opening into the hayfieid, and 
near the bars a clump of bushes. Jt is supposed that 
Lockwood hid himself bebind these bushes and laid 
in wait forthe girl, knowing that she would have to 
pass through the bars to get into the field. What took 
place after she came is pretty clearly indicated by the 
surroundings. Tue ground is beaten and stamped 
where a sharp struggle evidently occurred, and there 
are large pools of blood about. The murderer not 


succeeding in bis attempt apparently seized bis gun,’ 


and, holding the muzzle close to the girl’s breast, fired, 
making a wound that was horrible to see. Whether 
she was on her knees begging tbe murderer for her 
life, or whether she was just rising trom the ground 
where the brute had thrown her in the struggle, is 
only a matter of speculation. A‘ter killing her be 
carried the body about a rod to the angle of the rail 
fence, where he placed !t out of sight from the road- 
way. H!3 gun. besmeared with blood, was found near 
by, as was also his cap and atin pail half filled with 
cider. 1t was some two buurs later that the body was 
found. 

Mr. Randall, returning homeward. passed by the 
spot where the body lay, but did not see it. Ais first 
inquiry was for Mattie, and when he was told that she 
Was supposed to be with him he was alarmed, and at 
once started on horseback in search of her. He went 
directly to it, knowing the road Mattie would take. 
He was dazed with the shock when he sav the ghastly 
spectacle, but at length got help,and picking the 
poor giri’s body up carried itto a buggy a neighbor 
had brought. The first that was known of the crime 
at the house was when tbe buggy drove up with the 
murdered girl’s body on the seat beside Mr. Randall 
and bis clothing soaked with her blood. Mrs. Randall 
has been so much prostrated ever since that her con- 
dition is considered alarming. She sat last evening in 
the cosy farm house sitting-room , with two lady 
friends beside her, trying to comfort her. Mr. Randal) 
was more composed, and talked calmly of the crime 
and the criuninal, The body lay in an ice chest in the 
little parlor, the face calm and serene, and with Iittle 
of its beauty gone. A picture of the murdered girl, the 
only one tbe family have, hung by the door way, It 
was taken only last fall, and shows a face remarkable 
tor its dignity as well as for its almost faululess outline 
of features. 

The body ot Charles Lock wood, suspected murderer 
of Mattie Randall, was tound shortly atter roovw July 
25, hanging to atree not two miles from the scene of 
the crime. The body was sti@t and cold when dis- 
covered and had been hanging, the docters who ex- 
amined it ihink, from six to eight hours. All the 
circumstances indicate that be committed suicide, 
Alone in the woods during the long hours of the night; 
pricked by conscience, torn with remorse, the wretch 
inflicted with his own hand the punishment that he 
sought to evade at the hands of others,

January, 1882, the divorce obtained was set aside on 
the ground of perjury, conspiracy and fraud. 

Phelps next went to St. Paul, Minn., with Fannie 
Thayer and married ber, and went with ber to Wash- 
ingion, where they learned that the divorce had heen 
set aside. They at once started tor Canton, Dak.and 
Phelps started another divorce proceeding. The suit 
was called, no detence being expected. At the open- 
ing of the court, however, Mart Bangs, formerly 
United States District Attorney. got up and told the 
court that he represented Helen E. Phelps, who was 
the legal wife of John A. Phelps, and was ready for 
trial. This wasa bombshell, and at once the case on 
the part of Pbelps was adjourned, and has not come 
up since. Two montbs ago the legal wife of Phelps 
accidentally met him in Fourteenth street, New York, 
and attempted to follow him, but losing track of bim 
she sent for Detective Hartman. The detective learned 
that he was Superintendent of the Mattewan and 
Fisbkill Waterworks and the arrest followed. 

Mr. Phelps isa quiet, gentlemanly man, and very 
attentive to business. His alleged wife, Fanny Thayer, 
isa young and handsome woman. Phelps has a son 
by wife No. 1, who bas just been graduated from Yale 
College and is pow boarding at the Mount QGuilian 
House.

One of the cddest characters at the national capital 
is John G. Ross, an ex-justice of Newark. Ross has 
becn here several years continuously prosecuting his 
claim for $75.000 against the government.

Ross 
is a Democrat,and when Cleveland was elected he 
was working on a farmin Arkansas, near the home 
ot Attorney-General Garland. Immediately after 
Mr. Whitney bad been appointed Secretary of the 
Navy, Ross packed his threadbare heutenant-com- 
mander’s uniform in a sheepskin knapsack and 
walked all the way to Washington. One morning 
shortly after Secretary Whitney’s instalment into 
office, that official was very much surprised when a 
sma)] man clad in an indifferent navy blue uniform 
profusely decorated with brass buttons, and sur- 
mounted by an ancient looking cockade hat, stalked 
into his office. and with a military satute, said:

of the world. Smith pays Mace £75 per week during the tour. 
Smich app:ars to be very popular. He weighs nearly 200 pounds, 
and daily exercises in the gymnasium and gives boxing lessons to 
members of th, Central Club. who are fairly carricd away with 
the champion. and who stand ready to wager hundreds of pounds 
that he can defeat Sullivan in a contest according to London 
prize ring rules 


A large crowd of sporting men filled the sporting 
rooms of the Pottce Gazett« office on July 20, expecting to see a 
prize tight arranged between Frank Herald, of Nicetown, Pa., and 
Jim Golden, of Philadelphia, better known as Sparrow Golden. 
It is claimed that the Jatter aud his backers had announccd that 
they would come on from the Quaker Citv and arrange a match 
according vo the challenge they recently issued. Herald and his 
backer, E. F. Maltaban, was early on hand, and waited until 4 
o'clock, one hour after the time appointed for the mecting, 
but neither the Sparrow or his backer put in an appearance. 
avd the sporting mep with Herald left in disgust About a vear 
ago after Herald fought Golden, which battle ended by the 
police stopping it, each posted $509 to fight, and Golden's 
backers refused to agree upon a referee, because they did not 
want to arrange a match. Hirald said he would pay 
no more attention to Golden, who was not in earnest, but he 
would make a match with Sullivan or Smith for the ‘Police 
Gazette’ diamond belt, Loudon prize ring rales. On July 22, 
Charles L. Wilson, Golden's backer, accompanied by Frank Train- 
er and Henry H. Diddleback, sporting editor of the Philadelphia 
Times, called on behalf of Goldeu, but Mallaban nor Herald was 
not on hand. Goldens backer deposited $100 with the Pouce 
GazettxK as a forfeit for Golden to fight Herald to a finish, with bare 
hands or skin-tight gloves, London prize ring rules, for $500 or 
$1,000, the fight to take place from four to six weeks from the time 
of signing agreement. the final stakeholder to be mutually agreed 
upon and the stakes $1,000. : 


The feather-weight fight of the year will be that be- 
tween Tommy Warren, of California, and Tommy Danforth, of New 
York. Itis tobe for $1,006 a side, 10 rounds, Marquis of Queens- 
berry, and will take place near New York, either late this month or 
before the middle of August. Danforth has been the amateur 
feather-weight champion of New York for several years. but he 
never met many professionals. He stands 5 feet 34% inches high, 
and when in good condition weighs nearly 120 pounds, which is a 
trifle over feather weight. Tommy Danforth was burn in New York 
city Nov. 25, 1863, of Irish parents. His first fight was with Mickey 
Coalman, of Boston; won by Danforth in 21 rounds; fought at 
Mapa, Cal.; Happy Jack Smith, referee. Met and defeated P. J. 
Kelly, of New York, in 3 rounds. Twenty-cighth of 
March, 1885, he def.ated Abe Fernandez. of Brooklyn, in 
three rounds. Defeated J, O'Dell in four rounds. De- 
eated Charley Ellingsworth in 4 roupis, and winning the 
feather weight amateur championship of America; on April 13 he 
defeated Johnny Smith, the fenther-weight champion of England, 
who came over with Prof. Walter Watson to tight all comers; he 
met Dick Blackburne, of England, and after knocking him all 
around the fight was stopped by his seconds. Bob Smith and Jve 
Fowler; next defeated Tom Megaw in 7 rounds; Megaw came over 
trom England to fight all comers; next defeated Charley Ellings- 
worth for the championship of the State of New York and $250, and 
wou in 37 rounds, fighting 2 hours and 28 minutes; met and de- 
feated Steve Doyle, at New York, for purse, in 7 rounds; he was 
matched to fight an unknown from Brooklyn, but the unknown did 
not show up; on Aug. 31, defeated Red Kelly in private in 8 rounds, 
Kelly came from Provideuce, K. I.; he defeated Charley Ellings 
worth fn 8 rounds. 


The sporting fraternity of Kansas City were in high 
dudgeon on the morning of July 16, and the police of Kansas City 
and the constabulary of Johnson and Wyandotte counticvs, Kansas, 
are coming iu for a round share of ~buse. For some time arrange- 
ments have been made for a fistic encounter between Hugh Sexton, 
of Kansas City, and John P. Clow, of Denver, Col. Sexton is the 
man who recently defeated Johnny Cash. On that occasion he 
showed himself to be a good man, notwithstanding the affair was a 
very rank fizzle. He has been a barroom knocker-out for a number 
of years, snd has gained a reputation of being very tough and capa- 
ble of any amount of punishment. Clow has a gaine’ a reputation 
as agood man from several tights he has engaged in. The match 
between the two was made for $500 a side and the winner to take all 
of the ticket money. The place selected for the affair was across 
the Kansas line on 


the Rosedale road, and since the 
articles were signed Clow has been in active  train- 
ing at a road house in the near vicinity. 


Clow is a tighter and he was in the hands of capable men and he 
rapidly got into fine trim. Sexton, ou the other hand, had little or 
no training. Sexton's performaune with Cash and Clow's reputa- 
tion as a hard hitter led many to believe that the fight would be a 
good one and b»th men would go in for blood. Accordingly after 
dusk on July 15a long line of vehicles could be seen making their 
way to the rendezvous through the dust of the Southwest boule. 
vard. When thev arrived at the road house they were met by the 
information that Clow had been arrested on a charge of training 
and preparing tv engage iu a prize fight, aud that Sexton had not 
shown up at all on account of having been warned of the intention 
of the authorities. To give color to what they learned nearly haf 
a dozen of the Kansas City detective force could be seen mingling 
with the crowd and shortly after a number of the mounted police 
were seep flittiuy about on the road. Chief Speers had the fight 
down to a nice point. He knew just where it was to 
take place, who were the principals and who the trainers. In 
the afternoon he had communicated with the sheriffs of Wyandotte 
and Johnson counties, Kansas, who were stationed, with a 
posse of men cach, across the line. 
of the mounted police lay in wait to catch the principals before 
they crossed the line where the tight was to take place. Detectives 
Hays and Hartley nabbed Clow at Faber’s road house just this side 
of the State line and brought him to Kansas City, where he was 
locked up at the Central station till 10 o'clock when Recorder 
Worthen released him on $1,000 bond. Sexton was notified and he 
kept in hiding. After Clow was celeased on bond he was immedi- 
ately taken out to the rendezvous, ut the preseace of the constabu- 
lary on one side and the pollce on the other rendered any scheme of 
bringing the men together fruitless, and after every iseasible idea 
was decided to be impractieable. it was found necessary to declare 
the fight off. The Johnson county authorities missed their oppor. 
tunity for a fine lot of fees and the Kansas City sports missed the 
chance of seeing what promised to be the best encounter in the 
argna that ever occurred in that city. 


. There has come a sudden change over the face of 
the pugilistic firmament which makes it not at all improbable that 
the heavy-weight championship of ‘he world, which John L. Sul- 
livan claimed for a long time as a distinction peculiarly his own 
may chauge hands soon. With this state of affairs the advent of 
Frank Herald, the new pugilistic star from Nicetown, Pa., has had 
oot a little todo. his record has been so rocketlike in its swiftness 
end brilliancy that there is no saying how high he may reach ina 
short period of time, and how soon he may establish a claim to a 
championship which three people yearn to possess. For Jem Smith,

| champion. and they place so much confidence in his abilities that 
is matched to tight Tom Keenan of Bradford, Pa., for $500 a sid«. 


they are eager and ready to match him againstthe American 
champion. On this side of the great fish pond, sporting men look 


| upon Sullivan as invincible, and they also stand ready wo stake 
1 thousands on his chances of conquering Smith or any man living. 





The match would have been arrauged months ago had Svilivan 
agreed to cross the Atlantic, but this he refused to do, claimivg that 
it was Smith's place to invade Ameriva as he, Sullivan, held the 
championship of the world. According to the London press, 
Smith and his backers are to visit this country, and it is ccrtain 
ou his arrival a match will be arranged for him to meet Sullivan 
in the arena for the Diamond Belt and a large stake. 

After Smith arrives, should Sullivan refuse to arrange a match 
America will have a representative who willface the champion of 
the Old World cither for the championship or without the title 
That person is Frank Herald, who is tweuty-three years of age, 
stands 5 fect 1044 inches in height, and trained weighs 192 pounds. 
Herald stan ds at the present time ready to meet either Sullivan or 
Smith, aud his backer is leaving no stone unturned to ratify a 
match. 

A challenge has been forwarded to the Sporting Life, London, 
Eng., on behalf of Herald, to arrange a match with Smith, offering 
fairand manly terms. Its publication will bring about a reply 
from the English champion, which we have every reason to believe 


will result in a match being speedily arranged. Smith recognizes 


that the ‘‘Police Gazette’ diamond velt represents the champion-— 


ship of the world, and he admits that he {is eager to win and 
wear it. 

Herald's offer will no doubt suit both his backers and himsclf, 
and a match will be arranged at short notice. Smith {s evidently 
aman who thinks he follows a game at which he is th: champion, 
and he is ready to follow itas long as he knows he will reccive fair 
play. Heralds backer states that if Smith meets Herald in the 
Ting if he does not receive fair play that he will not claim the 
stakes. What can be fairer? This guarantce should remove all 
doubts from the English champion's mind about his receiving fair 
play. E. F. Mallahan. fleraid's backer, believes that his protege 
can defeat any man living in the arena. He has seen him conquer 
two men, and seen others who the public supposed were candidates 
for the nearest place to the championship refuse to meet him; why. 
then, should he not be eager to have Herald try and win fame, 
wealth and glory in the magic circle? 

Herald is no upstart, no rew star in the pugilistic line. He has 
been a boxer ‘for years, and step by step gained the position he 
now holds in the prize ring division. He is willing to don the 
gloves or pick up the gauntlet, no matter whois to be his opponent. 
He does not boast or brag that he can knock out John Roe or whip 
John Doe. He simply says match me against anybody. I will be 
ready when you call on me, no matter if it is within twenty-four 
hours after » match is arranged. He may be able to defeat all 
comers, or he may be conquered. but it will make no difference, for 
he will still be ready to meet his conqueror or his vanquished op- 
ponent over again. It is many a day since this country could 
boast of such a quiet, unpretentious boxer or one willing to meet 
avy one who may desire to enter the lists against him. It has 
been the custom of the champions to bicker and growl about tech- 
nicalities in arranging matches, and then after they have been 
arranged creep out of them by some flaw in the articles, or over 
some argument. We ure certain, no matter who Herald meets, 
or who he is matched against, he will not in the eleventh hour 
claim he is sick, have officers arrest him so that he cannot fill the 
engagement, or refuse to agree upon a referee. Herald isa genuine 
boxer, oue who knows he possesses all the essential qualities nec- 
essary to make a first-class pugilist and he stands ready to put 
them to the best advantage to gain the height of his ambition, the 
championgsip. 

Alreadv he has made his mark. He conquered Jim Cannon of 
Carbondale, a man who had scored a number of victories in and 
outside the roped arena, and who the denizens of the coal regions 
looke1 upon as a champion. In just 23 seconds breathing time 
Herald, by a terrific right hand upper cut which came near di-lo- 
cating the champion of the coal regions jaw, put him to sleep, and 
it was hours before Cannon realized that he was in his right 
senses. The sporting men of Carbondale lvok upon Herald as a 
man who will nearly run firstin arace for the championsip. and 
should he be matche1 thousan‘4s of dollars will be furnished by the 
sport-loving, hard-working and thrifty miuers of the black diamond 
fields of the Keystone State. 

Tt was on May 21, 1886, Herald put the Carbondale champion to 
Sleep, and just one month from that date he knocked out Mike C. 
Conley, a gigantic boxer of Ithaca, who had tought Jack Ashton, 
and who quite a uuinber of tae old school admirers of the prize 
ring believed could not only conquer Ashton but also defeat Herald. 
The result is known. In just one minute and twenty-five seconds, 
quick work, Herald knocked the Ithaca Giant out, and delivered 
oue of the most terrific upper-cuts ever witnessed in a ring in some 
time. 

Herald tried to face Charley Mitchell, who was present when he 
fought Conley and who had hurried by the limited express from 
Chicago to witness the contest. Mitchell was present in the hail 
when Herald's backer offered to fight him orany maa in America. 
but he was as quiet asa dormouse, for he had wituessed a genuine 
Irish-American boxer who was ready and cager for the fray. and 
who Mitchell at a glance saw was scientific and a tremendous 
hitter. Herald is now waiting for some one to meet him. and his 
backer is waiting until Sullivan puts up a forfeit to cover the 
money already deposited for a match. 

On July 20 Sullivan was interviewed by a Telegram reporter in 
regard to whether he would meet Herald or Smith. Sullivan was 
found in the best of spirits, smoking a cigar, and looked handsome 
and in perf_ct health. His eyes were bright and his voice had a 
hearty ring in it as he greeted the reporter warmly. The latter lost 
no time, but plunged directly into the subject.

THE cause of Geo. Zebold’s insanity and 
death is unknown. For the past two years 
he had been troubled with an affection of the 
eyes, Which at times almost blinded him.
